The diplomatic corps of the United States 
is to be further augmented by the assign- 
ment of officers of the army as military at- 
tachés at all the important American lega- 
tions in foreign countries. The initiative 
was taken by Secretary Endicott only a few 
days before the close of his administration, 
but it was feared by many that the idea 
might not be popular with the new adminis- 
tration. Secretary Prector, however, has 
signified his approval of the plan, and today 
issued an order assigning anotner officer, 
Capt. T. B. Hamilton, Second Artillery, to 
this kind of duty. He goes to Madrid. The 
other American legations having military at- 
tachés are London, Paris, Vienna, and Ber- 
liu. Now that the ice is effectually bro- 
ken other details will doubtless be made 
and the military will become a 
permanent feature ot the first-class foreign 
legations. Officers on this duty will be re- 
quired to make reports upon all military 
operations, experimental and 
means of defense of the country iu which 
residing, military inventions, and, in fact, 
upon ali military subjects in which this coun- 
try can have any interest. The result of 
their labors will go toward enlarging the 
new Bureau of Military Information recent- 
ly established at the War Department. This 
bureau, which was lately a branch of an- 
other division, has lately been estaolished on 
ua separate and, it is supposed, permanent 
basis. It still lacks a name, but is organized 
for the purpose of collecting. preserving, aud 
furnishing military information. It is now 
in charge of aclerk with several assistants. 
The corps of clerks will be increased from 
time to time and eventually, it is proposed, 
to post an officer in charge and make it to 
the army what the Naval Intelligence Bureau 
is to the navy. 


From the liveiy manner in which members 
of Congress have been besieging the Mili- 
tary and Naval Academy Bureaus of the 
War and Navy Departments recently there 
would seem to be no lack of military ambi- 
tion on the part of young America. There 
are about 100 appointments to the Naval 
Academy due this year, half of which have 
already been designated and will appear for 
examination the 15th inst From the in- 
quiries received it is believed that Congress- 
men will name the remainder in time for the 
September examination. Under the law 
these that existed the 4th of March and are 
not filled by July 1 can be filled by the Sec- 
retary of the Navy. At present there are 
twenty-two of this class, but the chances are 
that nearly all the Congréssmen interested’ 
‘will be heard from before Secretary Tracy 
will have authority to fill them. 

One hundred and forty-nine candidates, 
including thirty-four alternates, have already 
been designated to appear at West Point 
June 15, leaving only fifteen vacancies to be 
filled between now and that date. The Rep- 
resentatives from the Second, Fifth, and 


Ninteenth Illinois Districts have not yet 


named'their candidates for West Point, and 
the Second, Third, Fourth, Fifth, and Ninth 
Districts are yet to be heard from for the 
naval appointments. Kenton W. Kibbie, 
Sixteenth District, is the only Illinois candi- 
date authorized to appear for the navy ex- 
amination at Annapolis.

| WILL PRODUCE TIN-PLATE, 


AN EFFORYE TO BE MADE TO INAUGU- 
RATE THE INDUSTRY IN AMERICA, 


Chicago as Usual Will Take the Lead in 
Experiments—The Illinois Steel Compa- 
ny to Undertake the Work at Once— 
Other Capitalists Who Have Put Money 
into the Business—The Black Hills to 
Farnish the Supply of Ore. 

In 1887 $23,911,510 worth of tin was imported 
by the United States. Two-thirds of it was 
in the shape df tin- plate. And the demand of 
the country ig rapidly increasing. 

The importance, therefore, of the move- 
ment now on foot to manufacture tia-plate, 
and eventually ali forms of the metal, in 
Chicago will be appreciated. 

We are much nearer the manufacture of 
tin-plate than people suppose,” said Mr. Or- 
rin W. Potter, President of the North Chi- 
cago Rolling Mill Company, yesterday after- 
noon. 

The North Chicago Rolling Mili Company 
has already absorbed the Union Steel Com- 
pany by consolidation and today it will com- 
plete the ‘purchase of the Joliet Steel 


Company. With a capital of $25,000,000 be- 


hind the new. combination, Mr. Potter’s state- 
meut is no ide matter. 
“The first steel rail made in America was 
made in Chigago,” said Mr. Potter. I Was 
present at the ceremony. I expect the first 


un-piate turned out in America to be turned 


out in Chicago, and I expect. to be present at 
the ceremony. The North Chicago Rolling 
Mill Company, or rather its legal predecessor, 
made the one, and it, of rather its legal suc- 
cessor, will turn out the other. The difficul- 
ties which confronted it at the first epoch 
were incomparably greater than those which 
confront it now. It succeeded then, and it 
will all the more easily succeed now.” 

In ten days Mr. Potter, accompanied by a 
party o? tin- plate men and an expert familiar 


with the Eurbdpean niines, will visit the Black 


Hills in Dakota to gain full in formauon as to 
the extent of the block-tin deposits there, 
investigate the attempts already made to re- 
duce the ore, and secure specimens for more 
scientific experiment. 
THE TROUBLE WITH BLACK HILLS TIN. 

“Why has’the Black Hills tin not been put 
on the market already?’ Mr. Potter was 
asked. ! 

“The ore is found in combination with 
mica, he answered. “ Mica will not burn, 
and consequéntly cAnnot be separated from 
the tin by smejting. Efforts to effect the 
sepuration in other ways have thus far not 
been successful in a commercial sense, 
though I have seen samples of pure tin from 
the Black Hills reduced there by local 
miners.” | 

**On what do you base your hopes of better 
results?” | 

* With the history of Bessemer steel be- 
fore me, the many failures sustained before 
success in its manufacture was achieved, I 
am forced to believe that Black Hills tin 
wilt yield to American ingenuity as soon as 
the obstacles it presents are taken hold of in 
a comprehensive way.“ 

‘*W hat is the extent of the Black Hills de- 
posits?”’ | N 

J am toldſthat it 1s greater than that of 
the Welsh, Bohemian, Saxony, aud Portu- 
guese mines combined.“ 

It would sem to be a question of compar- 
atively short time when fresh tin fields must 
of nécessity be sought. The output of the 
mines in Bohemia and Saxony has de- 
creased, two-thirds in the last few 
years; a@ they are admitted to be 
near complete exhaustion. The Cornish 
mines, which have been worked since 
Ceesar’s conguest of Britain, have been un- 


able in late vears to respond in producwon to 


arise in the price of the metal; no better 
evidence that they have reached the limit of 
their capacity could be adduced. Australia, 
Tasmania, India, Bolivia, and Peru, totally 
new sources ot supply in modern commerce, 
have been called to furnisb ore for the rap- 
idly increasing demand. 

Yet the only difference between tne ore of 
these ficlds and that of the Black Hills is 
that arsenic is commonly the concomitant of 
the former ana mica always of the latter. A 
difficulty measured by such a difference 
should not be insurmountable. 

“Tam certain it is not insurmountable,” 
said Mr. Potter. 

COMPETITION WITH FOREIGN PRODUCERS. 

„But will hot the question of labor have 
an important bearing on the success of the 
undertaaingt Even after you have obtained 
pig-tin in sujtable condition from the Black 
Hills can you make tin-plate in Chicago in 
competition with foreign labor?“ 

„We would not be permitted in Chicago to 
work women and children in our works as 
they are in Wales and other European tin 
centres, and, of course, with American men 
could not compete with such labor. But this 


“part of the problem will be solved by the su- 


perior machinery which we will be able to 
command in'this country as contrasted with 
that in use ih Europe.“ 

It may be remembered that in uddition to 
the point made by Mr. Potter there is at 
presenta tariff of one cent per pound on im- 
ported tin-plate. This rate is equivalent to an 
ad valorem duty of 33.8 per cent. As no tin 
is manufactyred in this country such a tariff 
is of course purely a revenue tax. It is not 
likely, therefore, that it would be removed 
on becoming also protective, as it would if 
the native manufacture should spring up. 
Protection th thé extent of 33.8 per cent on 
the value of the tin-plate would probably 
cover the difference between the price of 
American and European labor. 

Wat are the most notable consequences 
which would follow the establishmeut of this 
industry in America?” 

“To begin with, the country would keep 
among her qwu inhabitants from $20,00u,000 
to $25,000,009 a year—a constantly increasing 
amount—wijich she now; sends abroad the 
moment she could supply her own demand. 
Then were would be an awakening in the 
steel business incident upon the demand for 
steel piates on which to veneer the tin. The 
commercial) importance of these two items 
can hardly be estimated. Vast good will re- 
sult to Chicago if the North Chicago Holling 
Mill Compahy succeeds in the experiment it 
is about to make, as I am trmly convinced it 
will. But, of course, with one success others 
will spring up over the country, and the 
benefit will be general.”’ 

“How soon do you expect to make your 
first tin-plate!“ 

»Our experiments will begin as soon as 
our consolidation is complete. It may be 
years Defore we obtain successful results, 
but it will not be many.” 

CHICAGO CAPITALISTS WILL EXPERIMENT.

If Chief Hubbard had 
sent some of his so-called sleuths yesterday 
to the various old stands”. mentioned in 
Thursday’s Tk1puNngE he would have learned 
much about gambling running wide 
oben.“ George Hankins’ place, No. 1384 
Clark street, was literally packed 
by the devotees of faro ana 
roulette. There was absolutely no restric- 
tion—anybody went in who took the trouble 
to knock at the doors. The games were 
played on the floor above the suloon. The 
rooms could be reached either through the 
saloon by a stairway in the rear or directly 
by the Clark street entrance. Although a 
sentinel was stationed at each door no ques- 
tions were asked; the door was opened and 
the applicant admitted. Inside the room it 
was all animation. Three faro tables were 
running in full blast, as well as three rou- 
lette tables, two stud poker tables, and two 
hazard tables. At the faro tabies the players 
were seated as close as their chairs could 
stand, while spectators, two and three 
deep, were waiting, watching their 
chance. The same was true at the roulette 
tables. The semi-circle formed by the board 
was packed by viayers ana spectators. Many 
of them were youths, but most of them were 
workingmen, chancing their hard-earned 
dimes and nickels on the green cloth. The 
air was blue with tobacco smoke, and it was 
almost impossible to move about, so large 
was the crowd.

RUSHING BUSINESS AT GUTHRIE 


Eleven Clerks Busy in the Post-Office from 
Sunrise to Sunset—Gasiness of the Town. 
Wasuineton, D. C., May 3.—Postmaster 

General Wanamaker today received a tele- 

gram from Postmaster Flynn, at Guthrie, 

Oklahoma, in which he says that the daily 

sales of postage stamps at his office amount 

to about 850; that the eleven clerks in the of- 

fice are kept busy from 5 o’clock a. m. until 7 

at night, and when the mail is ready for de- 

livery there is usually a line of men half a 

mile long walting for their mail. About 4,000 

letters ana 1,000 newspapers are delivered 

from that office daily. There are five banks 
and six newspapers in operation in the new 
town, 

Lana Commissioner Stockslager today re- 
ceived a report from Inspector Hobbs, at 
Guthrie, which shows that during the first 
week 450 entries were made and forty-two 
notices ot contest filed. 

Postmaster General Wanamaker has in- 
structed the Postmaster at Arkansas City, 
Kas., to forward to Guthrie all mail addressed 
to Edmund, Wharton, Alfred, and other 
points in Oklahoma where there are no post- 
offices. He has also directed the Postmaster 
at Guthrie to deliver such mail to the persons 
addressed upon satisfactory evidence of 
identity. . 

The President and the Secretary of the 
Interior have called upon United States offi- 
cialis in Oklahoma charged in the report of 
the Inspectors of the Intérior Department 
with corrupt practices in connection with 
public lands in that Territory ior any ex- 
planation they may desire to make relative 
to the charge. The report of the Iaspectors 
Will not be made public at present. 

The following telegram has been received 
by the Adjutant General from Gen. Merritt, 
dated yesterday: — 

I returned to my headquarters yesterday after 
visiting Cherokee strip und the Indian reserva- 
tion south of Arkansas City. Everything is 
quiet in Oklaboma Territory, Col. Wade being in 
command with headquarters at Oklahoma Sta- 
tion. The troops are stationed as follows: Four 
companies of infantry at Oklahoma Station un- 
der Lieut. Col. Snyder, Tenth Infantry; two 
troops of cavalry under Maj. Baldwin, Seventh 
Cavalry, on Main Canadian, north of Purcell; 
four companies of infantry under Capt. Anman 
at Kingfisher; four companies of infantry under 
Capt. McArthur at Guthrie, also two trogps of 
cavairy in-Cherokee strip on lines south of Ark- 
ansas City; one troop to the north of Kingfisher, 
and one to the east of Oklahoma Station—all to 
keep settiers from intruding on Indian territory. I 
anticipate no further trouble in the country from 
any cause, but willin eventof any disturbance 
return at once to Oklahoma. I propose later to

LAKE VIEW IS LONESOME. 


THE PRETTY LITTLE CITY ‘ANXIOUS 
10 GET UNDER CHICAGO'S WING. 


High Taxation, Bad Water, Execrable 
Sewage,. Reckless Extravaganee, and 
Generally Ineflicient Government the 
Cause of Its Citizens’ Disgust with Its 
Administration—Of Course the Officials 
and Their Friends Are Against Annexa- 
tion—Interviews with Property- Owners. 

Uniess present indications go for naucht, 
the annexation of the City of Lake View to 

Chicago may be considered an assured fact in 


the near future. At no time in the history 


of that pretty lakeside suburb has that mat- 
ter been so earnestly discussed as it is today. 
The widespread discontent which has long 
existed against the Lake View officials has 
grown to such proportions of late that the 
feeling there today stops little short of open 
rebellion against the presefit Administra- 


tion. 

“The people of Lake View are tired 
of supporting a separate. Govern- 
ment,” said Harry Geohegan, the well 
kvown Lake View lawyer yesterday, and 
are anxious to join Chicago. They will stand 
no more nonsense, and will go where they 
can obtain less taxation and get greater re- 
turns for their money.“ 

These tew words contain the cause of the 
discontent in a nutshell and they represent 
the views, not of one man, but of tne vast 
majority of voters and taxpayers of Lake 
View. 

The increase of annexation sentiment in 
Lake View is remarkable. Until two years 
ago Lake View was under a town govern- 
ment, but at the n in 1887 the 
question was raised of joining the City of 
Chicago. Lake View had outgrown town 
government. Butthe people were divided on 
the Annexation question. and at the elechion 
the majority took tne advice of the 
politicians and formed a city of 
théir own. They elected a Mayor, 
a City Treasurer, City Attorney, City Cierk, 
Board of Aldermen, Town Supervisor, Town 
Clerk. Town Collector, Assessor, and other 
offidials. These new officials voted them- 
selves fat salaries, provided fat sinecures 
for their friends in the various public de- 
partments, and began to tax the people for 
this splendid beginning. Then large, fat 
contracts were let out to friendly contract- 
ors. The taxes were doubled to meet these 
increased expenditures; when that was not 
enough they were trebled; and when this 
was still insufficient they were quadrupled. 
Of course the people began to murmur, ana 
the) murmur grew iutoa veritable uproar 
when the people realized that in return for 
all the thousands of dollars ones on sewer 
and water mains and other alleged public im- 

rovements the sewerage system Was execra- 

ie, while the water supply was so filthy as to 
be positively unfit for drinking purposes. Asa 
result of this state of things several epidemics 
broke out, and not six weeks ago 300 people 


were down with fexer and many died. Physi 


cians unhesitatingly declared that this state 
of affairs was caused by the bad water and 
tne faulty sewerage system. 

And still the city goverument kept on mul- 
tiplying expenses, aad taxes were increased. 
A water-crib was decided upon at an exor- 
bitant price, and so rapidly are the city 
fathers of Lake View going ahead that think- 
ing citizens out there are wondering where 
it will all stop. Soon they will want a new 
city hall, then a bridewell, and other meotro- 
politan luxuries such as Chicago enjoys. 

PEOPLE CHANGING THEIR VIEWS. 

Hence the present rebellion. The people 
are thoroughly aroused. Politicians have 
bossed them long enough, and they are de- 
termined to restore order out of this official 
chaos. Annexation clubs are being started 
all over the city. Many of the most promi- 
nent citizens, Wo two years ago were for a 
sqparate City Government, are today the 
most earnest advocates of annexation. 
Among these is Peter Buschwah of No. 538 
Lincoln avenue. Said Mr. Buschwah to a 


TRIBUNE reporter yesterday: 


Two years ago I took an active part against 
annexation, for I didn’t think it would benefit us, 
but 1 have come to a different way of thikking. 
There is not the least doubt in my mind that 092 
ey affairs are wretchedly mismanaged. wear 
present rate of taxation is something awful. and 
itis constaniiy increasing at a most alarming. 
speed. Some time ago the anti-annexation senti- 
ment was strong, but I venture to sax you'd hunt a 
long time now to find a disinterested Lake 
View citizen who does not favor annexation. 
Outsice of the officeholders and their immediate 
hangers-on everybody in Lake View favors an- 
nexation. Another cause may be found in our 
bad water supply. Itisafact that no one at- 
tempts to deny that were we annexed to Chica- 
go we would have a far better and purer supply 
of water than wenow have. The objection is 
made that the mains. at Fullerton avenue. are 
small. I do not think much difficulty would be 
experienced in running a %-inch pipe from Chica- 
go until the Lake View pipe was struck, when it 
Would then be compuratively easy to get water 
all over the city. The whole thingina nutshell 
ig simply this: The veople of Lake View are not 
getting the return for their money which they 
would get were they annexed to Chicago. Most 
of them do business in Chicago but live in Lake 
View. They pay high taxes, and get—what? 
Had water, poor schools, worse sewerage. The 
City Government is run for the benefit of the 
officeholders; it is not run for the inhabitants of 
Lake View. 

Harry Geohegan—We are already taxed to 
death, and I want tosee annexation as early as 
possibic, and we don’t want any division of the 
city either. We want to come in with all the 
territory clear up to Evanston, and all the im- 
provements.

THAT FAMOUS SHARON DIVORCE CASE. 


Sarah Althea’s Husband Announces the 
Loss of the Alleged Contract. 

San Francisco, Cal., May 3.—Argument 
began before the Supreme Court of Calfor- 
nia today on the appeal of Frederick Sharon 
from the orders of the lower court denying a 
motion for a new trial of the celebrated Sha- 
ron divorce case. Frederick Sharon, execu- 
tor of the estate, was made respondent in 
the case on the death of ex-Senator William 
Sharon. Feb. 21.last Sharon’s counsel moved 
that the alleged contract of marriage on 
which Sarah Althea Hill, now the wife of 
Judge David S. Terry, based her claims to a 
part of the Sharon estate be produced in 
court and canceled agreeable to the de- 
cree of the United States Circuit Court 
dated Sept. 29, 1885. The Supreme 
Court today granted the motion, but 
a sensation occurred when Judge Ter- 
ry arose and said that this famous 
document was consumed in a fire which de- 
stroyed his library at Fresno the night of 
Aug. 11, 1888. He afterward made affidavit 
to this effect. Arguments in the case, how- 
ever, will continue today and tomorrow. 
The point sought to be made by the Sharon 
heirs is that the United States Court had 
jurisdiction in the matter in that its decision 
and per- 


ing community rights was final. 


WHITE CAPS IN LOUISIANA 


They Order a Man to Leave the Country 
Under Penalty of Death. 

NaTcHiTocHes, La., May 3.—The White 
Caps have appeared in this parish again. 
Last Saturday night nine men visited the 
house of Wilson A. Jones and gave him ten 
days to ieave the parish, and Monday one of 
the clan came toa field where Jones was at 
work and read a note to him ordering -him to 
leave under penalty of death. Some 
of the signers of the warning are well known. 
Some time ago Jones was asked to join the 
clan to drive one Weldon from the parish. 
He was told the names of the parties, but 
refused to join them. He thinks they wish 
to get rid of him because he knows their se- 
crets. They charged him with being a radi- 
cal, but he voted the Democratic ticket .at 
the last election. Mr. Jones is 
a white man, owns 160 acres of land, isa 
farmer, and is the brother of Dr. Jones of 
Baton Rouge. He settled here about ten 
years ago. The facts have been reported to 
the District Attorney, and prompt measures 
will be taken to uphold the law and punish 
the offenders and seif-constituted regulators.

HE DELIBERATELY SPOKE FALSELY 
IN DEBATE IN THE COMMONS, | 


A Sensational Episode in the Cross-Exam- 
ination of the Irish Leader—Mr, Paritell 
Declares That When He Said the League 
Decreased the Number of Secret Socie- 
ties in Ireland He Spoke What He Kuew 
Was Not So—The Samoan Conference, 


Lonpon, May 8.—There was a great sepsa- 
tion in the Parnell trial today, Mr. Parnell, 
under cross-examination, admitting that he 
had deliberately made a false statement in 
the House of Commons during debate. | 

Mr. Parnell testified that he had often re- 
proved William O’Brien, editor of United 
Ireland, for the violent articies that appeared 
in that paper. He had not publicly repudi- 
ated the articles because he did not consider 
that to be the way to effect the alteration he 
desired in the tone ot the articles. Mr. Par- 
nell said he considered Mr. O’Brien’s teach- 
ings to be in advance of his own. | 

Mr. Parnell denied that ne knew No 1,“ 
either under the name of Tynan or any other 
name, and said that he had never heard of 
Mr. Egan being associated with the mar- 
tyrs’ fund“ for the benefit of the families of 
the Phenix Park murderers. He saw noth- 
ing criminal in the fund, and rather thought 
it was right to assist the innocent victims. 
“The. martyrs’ fund” might not, however, 
have been the most appropriate name for 
such a fund.

Mr. Jewett wants uniform town and 
county governments throughout the State. 
There is no need of a new Constitution for 
that. It is coming of itself. At present 
eighty or ninety odd counties have Boards of 
Supervisors, while others hava Commission- 
ers. When the new Constitution recog- 
nizing both was adopted. perhaps forty 
counties still held on to the old Virginia- 
Kentucky system. The others preferred the 
New Engiand-New York method of town 
and supervisor government. Little by little 
the latter has been getting the upper hand, 
until now about a dozen counties hang on to 
the old Southern system. In the course of a 
few years they will give it uv. There is also 
diversity in the charters of cities and villages. 
Under the old Constitution every one had its 
own special charter, unlike that of any other 
in the State. The men who framed the new 
Constitution did not tryto force them to 
adopt immediately and live under one 
uniform law any more than they did the 
counties, for they knew that an attempt to 
do it would frustrate their work. They 
therefore teft it to time. A general incor- 
poration act for cities and villages was 
passed seventeen years ago. Since then the 
municipahtiés are taking advantage of it 
and giving up their old and sometimes an- 
tiquated charters, and it will net be many 
years before all will be under one general 
law. It is not necessary to hold a conven- 
tion to expedite the process. An attempt to 
hasten it would only delay it. 


WO NEW CONSTITUTION WANTED. 

Thursday the House decided by a vote of 62 
to 58 not to submit to the people next year 
the question whether they will calla conven- 
tion to prepare a new organic law for their 
subsequent rejection or approval. As 102 
votes were necessary for its passage it will 
be seen that this proposition, for which no one 
has petitioned, which has been asked for by 
no locality and no body of citizens, has no 
possible chance of success. 

The House was addressed in favor of the 
convention by Mr. John N. Jewett, an able 
and persuasive corporation lawyer of this 
city. He said he had always been against 
the present Constitution. That is true of all 
the other corporation lawyers of the State 
and the corporations they work.for. They 
opposed it in convention and foughtits rati- 
fication at the polls, for they knew what its 
adoption meant. It was too democratic-re- 
publican for them. It did away with the di- 
vision of men into classes—those who could 
buy special privileges and those who would 
sell them. 

“In a broad way, in a wide sense,“ Mr. 
Jewett’s objection to the Constitution of 1870 


“thought they combined not only the wis- 
„ dom of the years in which they made it, 
„but the wisdom of all the years to come.“ 
That is hardly correct. Mis nearer the truth 
to say that the men who made it went to the 
convention with instructions from their con- 
stituents to remedy certain grave defects in 
the then organic law which had caused it to 
be a stench in the nostrils of honest people. 
Wat was good in the Constitution of 1848 
they left. They altered it, with hardly an 
exception, to stop notorious evils, abuses, 
and corruptions. . 

Therefore, one of the tirst things they did 
was to limit and regulate legisiative power. 
Mr. Jewett complains that the present Con- 
stitution ‘restricts, limits, and restrains ”’ 
the right of the Legislature todo as it pleases. 
The people wanted the legislative power to 
go more slowly. They had had enough of 
Legislatures which in a brief session of six 
weeks passed 3,000 special privilege acts and 
fifty public laws. They were sick of the 
passage in one day and with one roll-call of a 
hundred bills which had neither been printed 
nor read and the contents of each of which 
were known only to those who offered them. 
They were tired of a state of things which 
left them in utter ignorance for months of 
laws which involved their public and private 
interests. They had had enough of special 
grants of special privileges to railways and 
other corporation, grants which Mr. Jewett 
and other lawyers held at once became con- 
tracts and vested rights irrepealable and un- 
changeable, and which bound the people for- 
ever, even though they were deprived of in- 
alienable rights. 3 | 

So the „eople said that must stop. There 

must be no more grants by boodle Legisla- 
tures to speculative corporators. They 
stopped the voting of railroad aid bonds by 
foolish municipalities for the benefit of 
greedy promoters. They said—to the disgust 
of Mr. Jewett and his clients—that the Legis- 
lature must fix maximum rates for railway 
transportation. They said legislation must 
be slower aud more deliberate, and such 
spectacles as that of the Illinois Central Rail- 
way going down to Springfield with the 
Lake-Front bill and buying it through the 
Legislature should not be repeated. 

But Mr. Jewett told the House the Consti- 
tution was too strict—that while it thus cut 
the throat of corporations it also made it 
impossible to get needed legislation for 
this city and county unless it could 


be embodied in a law applying to 
every other city and county in the 
Stato. Then he cast doubts on the 


constitutionality of the Drainage bill. If 
Mr. Jewett haa hated the Constitution less 
he would have read it more closely, and 
would have seen it provides where a general 
law cannot be made to apply in the case 
of municipal corporations a special one 
may be passed. Legislation as to lead mines 


Legislation as to the sewage of a drainage 
district with a million people must neces- 
sarily apply specially to Cook County. Mr.

The truth undoubtediy is that Bishop Pot- 
ter was depressed by his surroundings in 
New York and felt blue. The celebration 
going on in New York was so inappropriate 
and jacking in true patriotic sentiment that 
the Bishop, forgetting that it was not so else 
where, proceeded to bewail the degeneracy 
of the times and draw a most gloomy picture 
of the condition of the Nation now as con- 
trasted with earlier days. The only mistake 
the Bishop made was in applying his remarks 
genéraily instead of limiting them to New 
York City. It is in New York City that 
‘low bred associations and coarse grained 
temperaments imported from every clime”’ 
havé corrupted politics and destroyed the 
feeling of Nataonal patriotism. It is 
in |New York City where avarice 
seems to have smothered every generous 
sentiment and where only “merchantable 
ideas”? have avy influence. With purse- 
proud plutocrats, newrich and old codfish 
aristocrats, stock jobbers, “centennial peo- 
ple,“ Bowery boys, and the unwashed and 
partly unnaturalized Democracy of New 
York City joining in the attempt to celebrate 

the centenary of the National Constitution, 

it was no wonder Bishop Potter felt de- 
pressed and gave forth pessimistic utter- 
ances. 

If Bishop Potter had been in Chicago last 
Tuesday and taken part in the inspiring cele- 
bration here he would have seen things in a 
clearer light. He would have perceived that 
the deplorable degeneracy of which he spoke 
prevails only in New York City, and that the 
Nation as a whole is sound and honest — 


much enchantment to the Bishop's view 
when he looks at the days of Washington.

The centennial bali at New York was or- 
ganized as the flower of the three days’ cele- 
bration. The participants in the ball were 


metropolis. It was only the 400, and those 
who dance attendance around the 400, who 
could gain admittance. It wasa gala night 
of full-dressed aristocracy in all its splendor 
of costume enjoying an entertainment which 
had been set forth with all the lavishness 
taste could suggest and unbounded wealth 
could procure. Whatever else might be the 
outcome the outside plebeian world had 
every reason to believe this select affair 
would not only be orderly and well conduct- 
ed but that in good taste, digmty, refinement, 
sand polite behavior it would represent the 
essence of high breeding, and that the ladies 
and gentlemen present would set an example 
in etiquette for the benefit of those who have 
not had the opportunity of acquiring it which 
wealth and leisure afford. 

The public has been disappointed and is 
mortified and ashamed at the conduct of 
those who monopolize to themselves all the 
perquisites of birth, biood, and breeding. 
The company was not select, its conduct was 
disorderly, and before the night was over it 
was disreputable to a degree that had the 
same thing occurred upon any other occa- 
sion, and among those who cannot lay claim 
to the privileges of the 400, every one of them 
would property have been landed at a police 
station upon the charge of drunk and disor- 
derly, Instead of the exclusiveness and ele- 
gance which were promised the vulgar spec- 
tacle was presented of messenger boys, po- 
licemen, waiters, flunkies, and guests, both 
male and female, drinking free wine in com- 
mon. Instead of orderly.conduct the supper- 
room, stairs, corridors, and ball-room were 
invaded by drunken men and drunken 
women who subjected the sober guests 
to foul indignities ana acts of beastly inde- 
cency. Elegant toilets were ruined by wine 
and salads thrown upon them by drunken 
dudes. Fights were frequent in the lobbies. 
Intoxicated men and women reeled through 
the dances. Men fell upon the filthy, sloppy 
floor, Crockery and glassware-were smashed. 
The table decorations were torn to frag- 
ments, Numerous articles of value were 
stolen, Wine was carried into boxes, which 
were soon filled with noisy, drunken men 
and women. 
nor the arguments of the few sober ones left 
were of any avail and the drunken carnival 
began to assume a dangerous character the 
police were ordered to disperse the crowd 
and clear them out of the house—an opera- 
tion which had to be performed with drawn 
clubs. The denouement of this ball was the 
exit of several hundred persons—some with- 
out hats, others with torn clothes, and many 
with clothes not belonging to them, owing to 
the drunken condition of the attendants in 
the cloak-rooms. 

Had this display of drunken vulgarity been 
made at areputaple entertainment in Chica- 
go or in any city of the wild and rowdy West 
we should never have heard the last of it. 
Such displays have been made here, but they 
have occurred among people who lay no 
claims to good breeding or decency and 
whose environments are not conducive to 
proper behavior. It aristocracy of the Mo- 
Allister and Fish sort is but a synonym of 
vulgarity, indecency, and drunken anarchy 
we may congratulate ourselves we are still 
too plebeian to admit of Four Hundreds, and 
hope we may remain so. The pessimistic

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STIRRING REMINISCENCES OF LINCOLN. 

The great centennial celebration is already 
a matter of the past. The show and glitter 
of the pageant will soon be forgotten. Next 
to the National sentiment which has been em- 
phasized by it its most valuable result has 
been to recall to the public the events of 
Washington’s life, many of which had al- 
ready been forgotten. In the rush and whirl 
of current events it is not surprising that 
the memory soon loses its hold upon the say- 
ings and doings of our great men. What 
this celebration has done for the recollec- 
tions of Washington Messrs. Nicolay and 
Hay are now doing for Abraham Lincoln in 
their admirable history running in the Cent- 
ur. The installment in the May number 
covers an unusually interesting period of his 
history, and we doubt whether there are 
many persons who shall read it who will not 
find it recalling many things which they had 
forgotten and presenting in connected form 
what seems to them like a new narrative of 
the stirring events of that period. 

The installment in the Muy Century begins 
with the summer and fall of 1863, when Gov. 
Seymour, playing Copperhead, was antago- 
nizing the Union Government’s proceedings 
relative to the énrollment and conscription 
laws. New York, so far as its Governor at 
Albany was concerned, and New York City, 
so far as all its officials with Fernando Wood 
at their head were concerned, were opposed 
to the National Government, as the city has 
always been. The narrative of the con- 
troversy between the President and Seymour 
is one of absorbing interest, and is rendered 
specially interesting by the publication for 
the first time of an address which Mr. Lin- 
eoln prepared with the intention of laying it 
before the honest and patriotic section of the 
Democrats, setting forth the necessity for 
the draft and the fairness and eauity of the 
Government’s method for carrying it out. 
After finishing it, however, he had some 
doubts as to the propriety of making it public 
and suppressed it. In this paper, which is 
one of the soundest and clearest illustrations 
of nis logic and reasoning power, he showed 
the constitutionality of the law, and demon- 
strated that the power of Congress to raise 
and support armies was unconditional; that 
hence it must prescribe the mode or lose that 
power; that the law was not only constitu- 
tional ‘but expedient and proper, and that it 
was to be administered in a perfectly fair 
and just way. It was a crushing reply to Sey- 
mour’s technical and disloyal objections, and 
its suppression freshly illustrates the pa- 
tience, sensitiveness, and dislike to making 
anything like a stump speech while in office 
which always characterized the President. 

A large part of the present installment 1s 
occupied with the narrative of Vallandi- 
gham’s arrest by Burnside for the violawon 
of order No. 38 in his Mount Vernon speech, 
his trial by court martial and the habeas 
corpus proceedings, and the subsequent de- 
teat ot the peace party at the polls. This 
part of the narrative serves to bring out two 
of the most unique papers written by Mr. 
Lincoln while at Washington. The first is 
the reply which he made to the Albany mass 
meeting called by Seymour, and demanding 
the reversal of the act of the court martial

corpus, itisone of the most masterly and 
strictly logical papers Lincoln ever produced. 
The second is the reply he wrote to his 
friends in Springfield during the campaign 
of that year in response to their invitation to 
him to attend a mass meeting. It 
was one of his last great utterances 
and was invested with peculiar force 
and significance as it was mainly ad- 
dressed to his Democratic opponents, There 
is no other of his papers which in logic, elo- 
quence, sarcasm, conciseness, and homely 
humor so completely pictures the hero 
Abraham Lincéin and refiects his vigorous 
personality. While reading the utterances 
of the Father of his Country we commend te 
our readers at the same time these utterances 
of the man who saved the Nation which 
Wastiington founded. They will bear placing 
side by side. They have the same imprint of 
exalted statesmanship and show the same 
characteristics of honesty of purpose, god- 
lixe patience in times of adversity, stead- 
fastness of aim, and devoted love of country. 


THE SCOTCH-IRISH CONGRESS. — 

A memorable gathering will take place at 
Columbia, Tenn., next week in the shape of 
a Scotch-Irish Congress. It is the first time, 
we believe, a convention of this kind has 
been held, and both from the character of 
the men who will attend, and from the 
associations and reminiscences which they 
will recall, there is every reason to anticipate 
a contribution of more than ordinary interest 
to the history of this country, and an 
occasion which from the historical point of 
view can hardly be secondany to the celebra- 
tions which have just closed, though it will 
not be characterized by any special pomp or 
pageantry. Senator Vance of North Carolina, 
Dr. Hall of New York, Henry W. 
Grady of Georgia, A. K. McClure of 
Pennsylvania, Proctor Knott of Kentucky, 
and other men of equal note will participate 
in the proceedings, and, it is expected, will 
furnish important data concerning the 9rig- 


inal settlements, the great work which has 


been done by them, and the identity of the 
leading Scotch-Irish families in the United 
States. | 

Tne locality where the Congress will meet 
is Scotch-Irish to the core. Eastern Tennes- 
see, Eastern Kentucky, the western sec- 
tions of Old Virginia and West Virginia, 
Eastern Ohio, Western Pennsylvania, and 
the western part of Nortn Carolina are full 
of them. They are the descendants of the 
men whose grievances against England dated 
farther back than those of the people of 
Massachusetts Bay, who resolutely opposed 
reconciliation with the mother country when 
the colonies tended that way after the 
British Whigs came into power and tendered 
the olive branch of reconciliation, and who 
by forcing the loss of those colonies had 
ample revenge upon England for the re- 
ligious persecution their fathers had suffered. 
They are the descendants of Stark, Mad 
Anthony Wayne, Ethan Allen, and the other 
furious fighters of the Revolution. They 
are the same men of the mountains who 
were true to the Union during the slave- 
holders’ rebellion. Every district of the 
border and Southern States that was loyal 
to the Nation at that time is populated by 
the Scotch-Irish. | 

A poruon of the Scotch Presbyterians, 
descendants of the men who had been trans- 
ferred to the North of Ireland by James I., 
and who sailed away. to America to escape 
ruinous taxation and the severe laws which 
had been imposed upon them in the effort to 
establish conformity,“ landed at Boston 
and finally found their way to New Hamp- 
shire and Vermont and by their courage, in- 
dustry, and thrift did these provinces good 
service. Others went onto Pennsylyania, 
New Jersey, Delaware, and Virginia, and, 
pushing their way westward, formed the ad- 
vance guard of the pioneers who laid the 
foundations and developed the resources of 
the new Western States. Between 1730 and 
1740 the Scotch-Irish scattered ail over the 
valleys of the Shenandoah ana Monongahela, 
and not only made them blossom like the 
rose but prepared the way for the great rush 


of colonization which was soon after to push» 


its way westward to Ohio. The descendants 
of these pioneers now number thousands 
upon thousands, and it is in the nucleus of 
their original beginnings that this congress 
will be held. They have founded great 
and thriving communities. Their race is 
identified with the most brilliant passages of 
American history. In thrift, industry, cour- 
age, intellect, religion; determination—in all 
qualities which conspire to organize and 
achieve success—the Scotch-Irish blood is 
rich. The meeting of these men will be 
looked forward to, therefore, with more than 
ordinary interest, and we may expect from 
such an array of scholars, thinkers, and 
speakers as will be in attendance an unpsual 
contribution to American history, from their 
standpoint. The subject will gain all the 
more in interest as it has not been specially 
treated in any of the standard histories,

SLOW AND SURE. 

Mr. Jewett complains that it is slow and 
difficult work to amend the Constitution. 
That is because the people do not want to 
amend it by leaps and bounds. Cranks have 
asked Legislatures to submit amendments, and 
crafty specuiators have done the same, but 
the members knowing or learning that their 
constituents did not favor frequent changes 
have voted them down and not bothered the 
voters with them. Mr. Jewett says, At al- 
“most every session some amendment has 
te been adopted and submitted to the people.“ 
There-have been ten sessions and four amend- 
ments have been submitted. Neither the 
Bank act nor the proposition about the pay- 
ment for the extra cost of the Capitol can be 
counted as an amendment, as neither is in- 
cluded in the limitations. Therefore Mr. Jew- 
ett has spoken loosely and not with his usual 
precision. It is also an assumption when he 
reasons that because there have been five or 
six amendments before the present Legisla- 
ture therefore there is a burning and yearn- 
ing demand on the part of the people for 
their adoption. The one which has been 
most pushed is that championed by a handful 
of Prohibitionists. Most of the others would 
be voted dow But if there is any real 
need of some amendment let it be framed 
and submitted. |

Where tn Our country could the centennial of 
Washington’s inauguration have been so worthi- 
ly celebrated as here? What seaboard offered 
so magnificent a bay upon which to display our 
naval and merchant marine? Whatcity offered 
thoroughfares so magnificent or a population so 
great and so generous as New York has poured 
out today to celebrate that event? 

Chicago acknowledges cheerfully the fit- 
ness of the streets of New York for a parade 
and of the bay for a naval display. Not only 
so, but as the place where Washington was 
inaugurated New York was naturally the 
centre of interest April 30, and with such 
advantages shovld have had a celebrauon 
worthy the occasion. The trouble was that 
in that hotbed of State sovereignty the mean- 
ing of the day as the centennial anniversary 
of the birth of the Nation was not under- 
stood or appreciated. When the centennial 
President who sits in the seat of Wash- 
ington appeared he received only faint 
applause instead of the most conspicuous 
honors of the day, as were due him in his of- 
ticial capacity. But the State sovereignty 
crowd roared and howled when Cleveland, 
the rewarder of ex-Rébels and secessionists, 
came in sight. There was no fitness or gen- 
uine American patriotism in the New York 
celebration. President Harrison was bound 
to say something pleasant and complimenta- 
ry if possible, but what could he do except 


refer to the bay as asuitable place to show 


off boats and vessels and the streets of New 
York as good for amilitary parade? He 
could not possibly have made reference to 
New York as a loyal city. It would have 
been worse than sarcasm for him to have al- 
luded to it in connection with the doctrine of 
Nationahty. He could not even compliment 
it on having voted for Washington, which it 
did not. Politeness. forbade that he should 
refer to its conduct during the war, or to 
its treatment of Lincoln, Grant, or any other 
great Nationalist. New York City never cast 
a patriotic Presidential vote or gave its sup- 
port to the Nation or the doctrine of Nationali- | 
ty. There was nothing in the celebration there 
last Tuesday which gave the President an 
inspiring thought. The best he could do for 
New York City was to compliment it for its 
festive spirit and its bay and well paved 
streets. Vastly different would it have been 
had President Benjamin Harrison spoken in 
Chicago amid the inspirmg surroundings of 
the day in this great, patriotic, National city.

Under Democratic Rule This Most Impor- * 


tant Branch of the Postal Service Had 
Become Utterly Demoralized, bug Su- 
Perintendent Bell Hag Already Suc- 
ereded in Restoring Much of Its Lost 
Efficiency — Democratie Incompetents 
Bounced—Old Men Coming Sack. 


Wasnixorox, D. C., May 8.—[Special.]—At 
last a branch of the pubhe service which 
employs more than 5,000 skilied men, which 
is the highest type of public service in this 
country, which has been the object of ad- 
miration the world over is again to be put on 
the basis of merit and efficiency in which the 
late Democratic demoralizers found it. The 
railway mail clerks are more than skilled la- 
borers, more than mechanics, for their labor 
is almost professional. Before they can become 
adept they must serve an apprenticeship; 
and after reaching journeyman rank they 
must study with application and zeal or their 
efficiency becomes quickly impaired, 
When the Democrats came into power the 
found the railway postal service a mode 
of perfection. These 5,000 men, whose labor 
brings them closer to the whole people thaa 
any other class of public employment, be- 
cause they handle nearly all of the millions 
of letters and papers which pass through the 
mails, were performing their duties like a 
great machine, only with human intelligence. 
They had the discipline of an army and the 
skill of the best artisans. How the hungry 
Democrats trod under foot their own pre- 
tensions and the promises of their President 
by discharging three-fourths of these high 
grade public servants is wellknown. Italsois 
known what demoralization of the service 
followed; how the efficiency of the great ma-

The force of the biow must have been 
terrible, for the shoes were torn from the 
front hoofs of one of them and the other had 
a leg cut off close to the trunk as clean as if 
it had been done with a knife. 

Further up the track the wagon, dashed to 
tinderwood, was discovered in a heap, and a 
few feet away from it were the bodies of 
Womrath and Dungan. The engineer said 
that the first shock must have killed them.

far-off oil region in Northwestern Pennsyl- 
Vania. 

The record of the Washington County, Pa., 
oil field, brougut into prominence about three 
years ago, is to well known to be dwelt upon 
here. Hundreds of wells have been put 
down and a million barrels of oil have been 
conveyed to market, a score of fortunes be- 
ing the result, while many others have ac- 
cumulated a competence. This field lies di- 
rectly east of this city, and is distant about 
thirty miles. 

Southwest of the Washington field and a 
little nearer to Wheeling is the Taylorstown 
field, whicn exteads diagonally toward the 
Obio, and the development of which has con- 
firmed the belief in many minds that the 
sand extends to and crosses the Ohio River 
at a point afew miles south of heeling. 
The Lfaylorstown field, discovered somewhat 
later than the Washington centre, is; now 
equally productive and promising, and cuts 
as much of a figure in the market. . 

In the vicinity of Mounds ville, twelve miles 
south of Wheeling, on the Ohio, a number ot 
wells have been put down, and oil in comsid- 
erable quantities has been obtained, coupled 
with a strong pressure of gas. This section 
is thought to be the extension of the Taylors- 
town field, and from Moundsville north 
toward Wheeling for a distance of six or 
seven miles the drill is destined to Dring 
focth great volumes of oil gfrom the deepiy 
imbedded sands. 

Crossing me Ohio, wells have been drilled 
at Glencoe, just west of Bellaire and six 
miles from Wheeling, in a southwesterly di- 
rection, and so good have been the indica- 
tions that Pennsylvania 4 have 
leused many thousand acres of land and are 
preparing to put down wells by the 
dozen during the coming summer. These 
leases extend from Bellaire on the south 
tu rough St. Clairsvi'le, the county 
seat of Belmont County. and eleven miles 
west of Wheeling, on the north through 
Mount Pleasant. Cadiz, and East Liverpool. 
in Jefferson County, Ohio, and two or three 
dozen test wells are going down in various 
parts of this large terrrtory, most of them 
showing good indicawons. In the vicinity of 
East Liverpool, especially, good territory has 
been struck, and the output of the new field 
reaches several hundred barrels a day. 

But one has to cross the river from East 
Liverpool into Hancock County, West Vir- 

nia, thirty-five miles directly north of 

heéling, to strike the newest and at the 


tielas around Wheeling. This is the “ Tur- 
key-foot”’ ficld, and the output of oil is 
large and increasing ata rate which threat- 
ens soon to put it ahead of the Washington 
County fiel Fabulous sums have been ex- 
pended nere in the little county of Hancock 
for leases, as high as $150 an acre bonus, 
with one-eighth the oil in aadition in case a 
strike was made, having been in amore than 
one instance handea over to farmers who, 
beiore the oil fever broke out, would have 
been glad to seil their farms outright 
for $50 an acre. John McKeown of 
Washington County, Pennsylvania, has al- 
ready .expended $60,000 for such : leases, 
and more than a quarter of a million 
has been put up in the ageregate for 
privileges to drill for oil within three miles 
of the county seat. And this exhibition of 
nerve has had its reward, too. Wells have 
come in“ which flowed twenty, fifty, 100, 
150, and 200 barrels per day, and last Friday 
the crowning success was the No. 1 well on 
the Levi Gardner farm, which spouted at the 
rate of 300 barreis of 25 cent premium oil per 
hour. This well piles up wealth for its cwner 
at the rate of more than $7,000 per day. 

This is not bad for a new field, and is suf- 
ficient,explanation of the big expectations 
which are talked of as likely to materialize 
in the near future. Already two pipe lines 
—those of the Standard Oil Company and 
the Western & Atiantic—have been run into 
this neld. and the horde of speculators, 
prospectors, and camp followers puts one in 
mind of the experiences in a mining region. 
In fact, there are many points of resem- 
blance between the two classes of veutures. 

Passing east from the Turkey-foot fieid, 
the Hickory field, in Washington County,,. 
Pennsylvania, is next struck, and this com- 
pletes the circuit of Wheeling, with an enu- 
meration of the oil ventures of three States. 

The producing. capacity of the region to 
which attention has been called thus briefly 
is as vet but imperfectiy known, but the com- 
ing summer premises to see test wells drilled 
all over the surrounding country on both 
sides of the Ohio, and itis the confident ex-

should marry only from love, for that capri- 
cious passion may fasten itself, as too often 
it does, on an utterly unworthy person, and 
wher the brief illusion 138 over, the gay 
blossoms of imagination and tne fire-lights 
of passion all faded, there is left to the dis- 
gusted and disappointed woman only a per- 
petuai and ghastly skeleton, not always iu 
the cioset. But Ido not believe that a wom- 
an should marry without love; the degrada- 
uon of body and soul implied in such a rela- 
tion not only makes the bond a galling chain, 
but alienates from the wife any respect or 
admirauon that a husband should feel for 
her, and rapidly degrades her character in 
its integral nature. 

When a woman marries for money she puts 
herself at once ona level with the class of 
women who are the lowest order of hu- 
manity. That her sale of herself is iegal- 
ized does not alter its real morale. She 
is actually one of the outcasts of her sex in 
heart and soul, however she may try to de- 
Jude herself with a.ceremonial respectability. 
Toa woman who takes this step happiness in 


marriage is impossible; neitber affecuon nor 


respect can live in a venal atmosphere, and 
when these are wanting marriage becomes a 
dreadful imprisonment for hfe, The same 
rule obtains when a woman marries fora 
home, as that motive is but a madiflcation of 
the other. Yet how many women sell them- 
selves in both these ways, and then wonder 
that they are not happy, and therefore revile 
marnage ! 

Again, secondly, women are unhappy in 
marriage because they enter into condi- 
tion with entirely mistaken views of their 
relation and responsibility; petted and in- 
dulged at home, they expect to be equally in- 
duiged and petted by the adoring lover, who 
in a brief time becomes the every day hus- 
band, and expects his wife to become, in the 
language of Scripture, a helpmeet unto 
bim.”’ It would be as easy for an orchid to 
become a cabbage as for a gay, spoiled girl to 
become at once a good housewife and an un- 
selfish mother; and the deep and bitter con- 
sciousness of this inevitable fact has made 
many a woman melancholy and. fretful—two 
traits which peculiarly exasperate the aver- 
age man and make his home a real desert. 
If our mothers would train their daughters 
to the ordinary duties of daily life, and in- 
struct. them in. patience and uuselfishness 
instead of so-called accomplishments, there 
would be no need of asking if marriage is a 
failure. 

Thirdly, women make married life unhappy 
because the average woman is impatient. If 
things arise in her young experience which 
are new and painful she either does battle 
with them in an ignorant and futile fashion 
or yields to tears and despair; she wants 
„the mills of the gods to grind with impos- 
sible speed and resents the fact that she 
rist, 
whatever it may be. She cannot wait for 
time to allay the waves that beat upon her, 
or to calm the winds that blow roughly; she 
has not the sense to reflect that her position 
is new and strange and only tne attrition of 
recurrent days can make such a position 
either easy or agreeable; she resents the 


„What can’t be cured must be endured,”’ 
was most likely much oftener on unhappy 
wedded lips than now. And it is surprising 
how far the sense that a thing “can’t be 
cured ” goes to make it bearable. 

But in these days the feeling which made 
the idea of separation so distasteful that both 
men and women avoided thinking of it as a 
possible solution of their troubles seems to 


be dying out. Not, perhaps, with the elite 


of human nature, but with the 
average man or woman, who may 
be quite willing to believe that 


what is done under the sanction of the law 
cannot after all, wrong. Old-fashioned 
prejudices are giving Way inso many things 
to moderi ideas—why not in »egard to mat- 
rimonial )difficulues? Dalliance with any 
thought, however alien to our principles, in- 
sensibly begets a feeling of tolerance for it; 
and so we will suppose that women married 
to uncomgenial husbands, familarized, by 
the number of cases they heur of, with the 
thou "ear they are not compelled to live a 


life of enfiurance, gradually accept separa- 
tion as a’remedy in their Own case. 

Thus it seems probable that we hear nowa- 
days of 4 much larger proportion of conjugal 
troubles Fhan we did twenty years ago, not 
because here are more unhappy marriages, 
but becahse they are not hidden by the dig- 
nified ly ute that formerly hedged about 
the family life. 

However, the question is not, Are there 
more unhappy Marriages today than former- 
ly? but, Whois to blame for those there are 
—the hubband or the wife! 

Glib generalizers, who observe superficial- 
ly, may say: O, the husband, who expects 
a wife tq renuer him comfortable whether he 
can give her the means to do it or not, who 
leaves her without recreation or amusement, 
and thinks himself a good husband if he re. 
mains af home the better part of his even- 
ms. 4 

Or, from another point of view, it is the i¢- 
norance and carelessness, and selfishness of 


wives, who take with both hands 
and give nothing in return in the 
way of home comfort beyond what 


the servants, ili-directed and left to them- 
selves, may please todo. If dinner is not 
ready of is uneatable, it is that ‘‘ wretched 
Jane,“ ad madame thinks only of her clothes 
and her social life. 

Both gf these views have truth in them, but 
they apply oniy to the more frivolous men 
and women. 

What shall we say of those cases where a 
couple enter on married life with the most 
earnest resolutions that it shall be in their 
case a beautiful experience; where both man 
and woman are ardeatiy devoted to each 
other, and both deeply conscious of their re- 
sponsibility for each other’s happiness; who 
enter om their new life with such beautiful 
aspiratibns that cynics laugh and shrug, if 
by any Fhance they hear of them? 


When in two or three years all this fair 


prospect is blighted, what can be said? The 
cynics @re justified, and when a sad woman 
seeks réiief from a tie she entered upon with 


and women—“ Is marriage a failure?’’—and 
thousands have answered it as experience, 
prejudice, or ignorance led them, But while 
some were crying one thing and some another 
the inexorable statistics of divorce put the 
question of failure, as far as the United 
States is concerned, beyond argument. For 


they prove that during the last nineteen years 


the number of divorces has increased twice 
as fast as the number of marriages; and that 
in such States as Massachusetts, Maine, and 
Vermont the tie meant to endure “until 
death part” is prematurely broken once out 
of every eight times in the divorce court. 
Who are to blame—men or women?! If the 
question was a commercial or a polit 
ical one women would naturally turn ju- 
dicial eyes upon men. But it is essentially 
domestic. The failure has been wrought 
within homes over which women preside; 
the treasure lest is that priceless affection of 
which they are the object and centre. And 
the world as instinctively blames women in 
the divorce court as it blumes men io the 
bankruptcy court. 
Speaking broadly, women are to blame. 
The flattery and exaggerated attentions of 
courtship have on many an evil influence, 
ana when they find that marriage is nota 
lasting picnic they feel shorn of half their 
glory, and more than half tueir dues. They 


are pot willing that passion should subside. 


into tnat nobler tenderness which springs 
from a man’s best nature. They have a 
good cry’? over the dropping of some silly 
nickname. They want constaot assurances of 
affection, and their husbands walk on egs- 
shells, terrified to wound feelings which take 


nothing on trust. This is the beginning of 


many miserable marriages, for a woman 
must become a “‘bore’”’ who persistently re- 
fuses to believe in the love of her husband 
unless he is continually asserting it. Such 
wives are dead weights on men. Though 
they be struggling for existence or fighting 
bankruptcy, they have them to carry On their 
shoulders, their whims to consider, their 
trivialities to respond to. So endurance fails 
and love dies of superfiux. 

But if weak, gushing wives have much to 
answer for, perhaps supérior ones bave more. 
Who does not kuow these perfect women, 
cold and proper as a well-dressed tulip? Their 
own temperament being generally languid 
and phlegmatic, the burning passions which 
send impulsive men into danger and 
sin are inconceivable to them; and 
as they have no constitutional tendency 
either to speculation or carnality, they won- 
der how men cad commercially fail or morally 
fall. As a general thing weak, sanguine men 
marry strong women—human affairs have 
this marvelous inclination to readjust the 
balance—but it isa mistake. Wives of this 
kind can look with untroubled eyes into the 
quivering face of a man confessing his fault, 
and calmly remind him that sorrow cannot 
undo evil.“ 

Babbling women, who, like Antigone, are 
continually calling Heaven to witness ** what 
deeds they suffer and at what men’s hands,“ 


is full of self-assertion. Ina few years the 
same girl may have mellowed and ripened, 
have become less concéited and more concil-| 
lating, and a man may marry her with 
hopes of realizing his dream of wife and 
home. 

The present unsatisfactory condition of 
marriage is not altogether the result of 
present conditions. A large portion of the 
blame must be credited to a generation back. 
The religious education of youth goes to the 
very foundation of character, and mothers 
have largely delegated it to any youne person 
who happens to teach a Sunday class; thus 
resigning the sweetest and strongest part of 
their influence—that part which, when their 
children are old men and women, will keep 
them in the way they should go, or bring 
them back to it. Sunday schools for poor 
neglected children are @ heavenly thought, 
but no Sunday school can take the place ofa 


good mother who gathers her chil; 
dren around her knees and, out of 
tne fullness of her love and the 


worship in her heart, teaches them what is 
good and what is evil. Better far for a man 
or a woman to be so taught than to sit at the 
feet of a Gamaliol. | 
Women are at present in a restless state of 
transition. They have broken forth from 
the citadél of home, where have walked the 
holy women of all past ages; they are attack 
ing the hoary supremacy of men, and invad+ 
ing the world where men have hitherto patie 
and traveled and ruled alone. And as yet 
they are in their new surroundings but in- 
ferior men, doing men’s work imperfectiy, 
and neglecting their own to do it. For, try- 
ing to unite what has been in absolute sepa 
ration for 6,000 years is no licht undertaking, 
and there is little wonder if “failure” 56 
written on one side or the other. : 
Will, then, the woman of the future re 
gard marriage, not as the crown of her 
life, but merely as an incidént in it? a 
partnership lasting just so long as it 
is profitable and pleasant? Will love 
lose its enchantment, and, instead of suf- 
fusing lite, become only a partial interest 
among her many graver ones? On the con- 
trary, the woman of the future will probabi 
give to love a more intease and concentrate 
character. She is stumbling gradually into 
a knowledge of right values, and when she 
understands the priceless worth of her in- 
fluence’’ upon the life of ail with whom she 
comes in contact, she will hold life and love 
in level hands, and no more fritter away love 
than she would fritter away life. 


POWER OF MONEY IN CHURCHES. 


Modern Christianity Becoming Material- 
ized—Subserviency to the Money. Power. |

try: 

An important church in the city oweda 
large sum of money to a wealthy man, oné of 
its leading members. But though the money

article on Abraham Lincoln in the May num- 


ber of tne Century Magazine by Nicolay and 
Hay, private secretaries to the President. 
Gov. Seymour of New York, who had been 
athoro in Lincoln’s side for two years, es- 
poused the cause of Vallandigham, defend- 
ing the traitor and hotly denouncing his 
arrest and sending him home to his Rebel 
friends. We quote now from the Century 
article: 

To a meeting heid in Albany the 16th of 
May. Gov. Seymour wrote: 

It is an act which has brought dishonor upon 
our country; itis full of danger to our persons 
and our homes; it bears upon its front a con- 
scious violation of law and justice. . .. The 
transaction involved a series of offenses against 
our most sacred rights. It interfered 
with the freedom of speech; it violated 
our rights to be secure in our homes ust un- 
reasonable searches and seizures; it pronounced 
sentence without trial, save one which was a 
mockery—which insulped as well as wronged 
2 If this proceeding is approved by the 
Government, and sanctioned by the people, it is 
not merely a step toward revolution—it is revo- 
lution: it will not ouly lead to military despot- 
ism, it establishes military despotism, .. . 
Ifit is upheld, our liberties are overthrown. 
- « « The actionof the Administration will 
determine, in the minds of more than one-half of 
tne people of the loyal States, whether the war 
is waged to put down rebellion at the South, orto 
destroy free institutions at thé North. We look 
for its decision with most solemn solicitude, 

The meeting to which Gov, Seymour sent 
this passionate address passed a series of 
resolutions insisting upon their loyalty 
but demanding that the “ Administration 
shall recognize and maintain the rights of 
the States and the liberties of the citizen, 
shall everywhere outside the lines of muli- 
tary occupation and the scenes of insurrec- 
tion exert all its powers to maintain the su- 

remacy of the civil over military law”; and 
n view of tnese principles they denounced 
the recent assumption of a military. com- 
mander to seize and try a citizen of Ohio, 
Clement L. Vallandigham, for no other rea- 
son than words addressed to a public meet- 
ing in criticism of the military orders of that 
General.“ The resolutions further set forth 
that such an assumption of military power 
strikes a fatal blow at the supremacy of law. 

A copy of these resolutions was sent to tne 
President and received his most careful con- 
sideration. He answered the 12th of June in 
a letter which demands the close perusal of 
every student of our history. He accepted in 
the beginning, and thankea the meeting for, 
the resolutions expressing the purpose of 
sustaining the cause of the Union despite 
the foily and wickedness of any administra- 
tion. He referred to the safeguards of the 
Constitution for the defense or persons ac- 
cused of treason, and contended that these 
provisions of the Constijution had no appli- 
cation to the case in hand.. The arrests 
complained of were not made for the techni- 
cal crime of treason. He then proceeded, in 
language so terse and vigorons that it is dif- 
ficult to abridge a paragraph without positive

But it has 
not been so with Job's wife. Nobody has 
ever spoken a kind wordofher. On the con- 
trary, she has been héld up for forty centu- 
Nes as a horrible example. But for ali that 
we are confident the poor woman deserves a 
better place in history than she has ever oc- 
cupied. If she was sour-tempered she had 
enough to give an acid tinge to her disposi- 
tion. She was made to drink the dregs 
from a bitter cup, and it is possible that 
she bore her troublés with about as mucn 

uanimity as the average woman would do. 

n the first place, she was suddenly re 
duced from luxury to penury. Any un- 
fortunate woman who has suffered this ordeal 
— just the frame oi mind poor Mrs. Job 
was in. 

In the next place, she was bereft of her 
children. Therais no grief so burdensome 
as that which falls upon a mother’s heart 
when the grave hides her children from 


sight. 

fn addition to this accumulation of sorrows, 
she was left with an invalid husband on her 
hands. Job was covéred with boils, and ex- 
perience has taught us that there is no more 
exasperating patient than a man with a boil 
on him. There are wives, and good wives, too, 
in this Christian !and of ours whose lives have 
been made most miserable for days and weeks 
atatime by a husband and one boil. Just. 
think then what this poor woman had to en- 
dure with a husband with perhaps from 500 
té 1,000 boils on him! Is it any wonder that 
the woman encou d her husband to ter- 
minate his existence?

Job got worried with the 
three visitors himself, and yet he didn’t have 
to Wait on them, to clean up their rooms, to 
wipe the tobacco juice from the parlor car- 
pet every day, tosweep out the mud they 
carried in on their boots, and to submit to 
the thousand and one annoyances that a male 
visitor gives the bousekeeper. 

It is about time that somebody was raising 
a voice in efense of Job's wife and saying a 
kind word for the poor woman, who for 4,000 
years has suffered the slings of unjust crit- 
icism in uncomplaining silence. 

There are a great many Job's wives in the 
world today; we meet them every day. They 
may not have husbands with boils on their 
bodies, but they have husbands who go to the 
clubs of-évenings. They have husbands who 
are selfish enough to devote all their time to 
business and pleasure without considering 
that a portion of that time of right belongs 
to the woman, the charm or whose existence 
is his companionship.

Come Into Politics and Pastorates 
How Can the Poor Creatures in Panta- 
bons Distinguish Themselves? 


New York Times: “What do I kuow .of 

women as preachers?” said the Rev. Dr. 
Cuyler, repeating the reporter's question. 
‘Weil, I am not sure out I know a good deal 
about them, about one of them, at least. You 
have heard about the Smiley-Cuyler affair of 
some years ago, I presume? 
“It wasn’t very much, after all, although 
there was plenty of excitement at the time. 
I invited Miss Sarah F. Smiley, a tully-or- 
daiged preacher belonging to the Quaker 
sect and a most gifted woman, to preach in 
my pulpit. A certain Sunday evening was 
set, and a large audience assembled to hear 
her, She delivered a scholarly and eloquent 
sermon, delighting every one who lis- 
tend. But she was a woman and 
she stood in a Presbyterian pulpit, and 
there were some to take exceptions to these 
factsin conjunction. My action was criti- 
ciséd in several quarters, and finally the 
mafter came before the Presbytery. There 
were three days of discussion and argument, 
mofe orless warm, President Patton, now 
of Princeton and my warm triend, and Dr. 
Van Dyke were at the time two of my princi- 
pal opponents. They lugged in St. Paul by 
the shoulders and quoted the Bible at me. 
dut I stood my ground and in the end the 
Prepbytery took a mere formal action, to the 
effect that however the sentiment of the body 
might be against women in the pulpit, no law 
existed prohibiting it. I knew I had violated 
no law; my action was prompted by.a desire 
to reciprocate the courtesy of my Quaker 
brethren, who, disregarding their established 
custom in such things, had on more than one 
occasion invited me to address their meet- 
ings. However, the end was not yet. 

At the convening of the next General 
Asgembly the matter came up again with 
more discussion and argument, but finally a 
dedision was reached in a suggestion that 
the matter of women preaching in our pul- 
pits be left discretionary with the pastor and 
officers of every church, which culmination 
I naturally took as a vindication of my posi- 
tion. When I wentoverto the church the 
day the news was made public! found my 
sextog was running up the flag. 

“«* What’s that for?’ said J. 

O, he replied, I saw in the papers this 
morning that we've triumphed, and up goes 
thé flag.’

Are there now, that you know of, any 
women acting as regularly installed pastors?’’ 
asked the reporter. 

No; Ido not know of any in the Presby 
terian denomination. I think the Methodists 
have ordained some; not fully, however. Mrs. 
Phoebe Hanneford of the Universalist faith 
is, I think, a regular minister; but they are 
few, and their number is not increasing. I 
do not in my time, nor need you in yours, 
look forany pronounced success of women 
as pastors—that is, regularly filling a pulpit 
and attending to church work as men do. To 
begin with, the strain to prepare two ser- 
mons a week would be too great upon the 
nervous system of a woman. She could not 
bear up under it long. And there are im- 
portant pastoral functions whose perform- 
ance by women the public will not take 
kindly to until a great chan of existing 
feeling is undergone. People do not like 
to be married by a woman nor to have her 
officiate at funerals; in pastoral visiting of 
the sick sbe is not sought after. To 
every clergyman are brought tales of con- 
science; many of these a woman would never 
near there are, in fact, at present apparent- 
ly insurmountable obstacles against her prog- 
ress in this direction.

This is an honest statement of the law gov- 
erning the average woman. 

You seldom find married women visiting 
or intimately associating with those whom 
they know or feel to be their superiors, 
They prefer to go among those whom they 
feel to be in some respect and in some de- 
gree their inferiors. 

It is not thé fault of the superior, but the 
other does not feel as comfortable in the 
presence of one who is better dressed, better 
looking, or is a barter, housekeeper, as she 
does among those wid are somewhat her in- 
ferior in these.

he new and artistic medieval tea-gowns, 
with cuirass bodices and full skirts, are 
charmingly made of the beautiful rare-tinted 
Matelassé satins. Antique sleeves and 
berthas.of every style and variety are added 
to these gowns with unique and picturesque 
effect. 

Ashes-of- roses and cafd-au lait silk waists 
are worn with the pretty Veuetian jackets of 


raspberry or russet-red foulé cloth. The slk 


embroidery on the edges of the cloth is so 
heavy that the wool is not visible. Moss- 
green velvet jackcts in the same shape have 
old-rose ‘Toreaiior vests made full in front. 
Striped, plaidca, and barred materials are 
still arranged with great ingenuity, and all 
sameness and mouotony is thus avoided. In 
many of the new striped bodices the darts are 
ouly taken in the lining and by a perfectly 
bias adjustment of many of the fing wool 
fabrics they are smoothed and drawn over 
the silk lining to fit to perfection without the 
aid of the usual seams and darts. Among the 
oddities in round hats are those shaped ex- 
actly like av inverted oyster shell, with no 
crown at all, and another closely resembling 
an elephant’s ear, with a decided point on 
the wide brim, this just in froat. The huge 


arch narrows to afew inches at the back, 
and the crown is low and fiat. : 
Novel and exceedingly pretty printed silk 


tissues form an attractive portion of dressy 
spring costumes. The colors are most varied, 
prominent among them being old rose, golden 
olive, new terra cotta, Etrusqye, violet, and 
pale raspberry. These costumes are made 
up of the printed silks alone, with velvet 
riobon trimmings, or in gowns that open in 
front on a gold-braided or gold-bordered silk 
skirt. The corsage is draped, opening ona 
narrow vest of the same material as the 
skirt front. These textiles also appear in 
Directoire fashion, the long straight coat- 
tails and narrow side panels falling softly 
over skirts of accordion-pleated’ China silk. 

fhe Empire long coats for utility uses dur- 


ing the inevitably wet and chiily days of 


spring are stylishgarments. They are made 
variously of faced cloth, lightweight Scotch 
tweed, and zephyr broadcloth in numerous 
shades. These wraps have deep cape collars, 
mousquetaire cuffs, and square side pockets. 


They are also made of -fine French gray liv-. 


ery cloth, with gray silk waistcoats trimmed 
with gray silk braid or silver and bronze 
passementerie, the large Empire buttons 
matching the trimming in kind. 

The beautiful French challi materials are 
brought outin many of the charming de- 
signs popular in matelasse silks, Pompadour 
satins, India silks, and foulards. There are 
besides these small but - brilliantly-colored 
palms and leavesin Persian colors strewn 
Over pure white challi grounds, and also Em- 
pire gariands, wreaths, chintz patterns, and 
richly shaded foliage sprays in tints of olive, 
green, and goid. These last-mentioned de- 
vices form really elegant toilets, made up in 
Directoire style, in combination with olive, 
old rose, or bronze-brown velvet. The do- 
mestic challi goods are pretty and appro- 
priate fabrics for easy gowns, morning wrap- 
pers, and breakfast dresses. The new French 
and Venetian goods are like the fimest silk in 
texture, and may well be classed among the 
luxurious fancies of the season. 

Many of the lovely new evening toilets for 
full dress wear are in close Princesse shape 
at the back, with open redingote fronts that 
reveal a vest and petticoat of accordion 
pleated tulle. Others, again, are shaped 
with glove-titting Princesse fronts, the dra- 
peries in Grecian style upon both skirt and 
vest. A creamy old-rose brocade is made ex- 
actly like a Jersey long coat, filling the front 
to perfection. This has angel sleeves lined 
with palest tea-rose silks, over close sleeves 
of old rose and gold silk net. The coat or 
polonaise is slashed at the sides and up the 


back on the skirt portion, and all the way 


down the front over a petticoat of old-rose 
silk, draped with the rose and gold net. 
There are a host of pretty and becoming 
corsages among the freshly opened importa- 
tions, and, if we are to judge by this exhibit, 
shirring und smocking are to be quite as 
popular as ever. Many bodies are shirred in 
clusters, others show soft folds brought from 
the shoulders over a smocked plastron in the 
neck, the folds crossing diagonally below 
this. A large number of the light silk gowns 


/are in this style, ana this presupposes, indeed 


exacts, straight skirts with a belt eitber fas- 
tened witn a buckle or merging into flowing 
ends. Not all fabrics are suitable for shir- 
ring, and of these the corsages are made 
plain, with applied garnitures in the shape of 
crossed folds, passementerie ribbon trim- 
mings, or corselets of some soft fabric, such 
as crépe de chine or Victoria silk. 

Most of the new embroidered ginghams, 
batistes, French zephyr goods, ana fine 
chambéry fabrics are made up either in plain 
simple Gretchen fashion, with round waists, 
full skirts, and wide sash of the dress ma- 
terial, or in straight Directoire style, much 
like those in silk or wool. The round skirt 
is gathered to a belt, Over this is a Direc- 
toire redingote of thecotton material, closely 
fitted in the back and falling in four straight 
ends to the foot of the sairt, each panel-like 
portion separate, and leaving open spaces 
that show the embroidered hem of the under- 
skirt. The front of the bodice is the usual 
short, square shape, with revers of the em- 
broidery opening over a loose blouse, vest, 
and sash. The sleeves are loose, and 
wrinkied at the top. | 

The transition from winter to spring cos- 
tumes is stylishly and agreeably effected by 
the Directoire and Empire redingotes and 
the graceful Russian polonaises. nerally 
speaking, the redingote is a fuil-length gown 
minus its front breadth, and worn over a 
skirt which is frequently of different fabric. 
Upon occasion the redingote is of silk or 
brocade over a skirt of China silk, lace, or 
crépe de chine. More commonly itis of fin- 
est wool, accompanying an accordion-pleated 
silk skirt. The diversity isin the shape of 
the corsage, the skirt portion of the red- 
ingote being always the same, with straight 
undraped back and sides, these usually sepa- 
rated, affording glimpses of tne skirt. But 
the details of the corsage give it speciai 
character. The front is almost always in 
jacket shape, and when one considers how 
many different jacket shapes there are, this 
is a broad statement. | ; 

Sometimes the jacket front. of the Direc- 
toire redingote has flat basques and opens on 
a wide vest of the skirt material; in others it 
fastens at the neck only and is cut away 
towards the waist. Some have wide Di- 
rectoire revers of a deeper color, while others 
are without revers and cross diagonally, and 
again are youthful models cut off straight at 
the waist and worn witha sash belt, Further 
complications are also seen. For instance, a 
moss-green silk skirt of one model opons 
down the front on an. écru lace vetticoat. 
The redingote itself is of old-rose and moss- 
green striped moire and satin. The front 
has revers, collar, and cuffs of moss-green 
velvet. : 

Campbell cloth is a new Scotch materiai of 
fine wool, with enough of cotton in its weav- 
ing to keep it from shrinking, yet it is soft, 
pliant, and light, coming in all the ie de- 
vices noted in Scotch ginghams. This Camp- 
bell cloth is being made up for mountain 
and seaside costumes, tennis suits, and into 
bewitching ~ yachting dresses. Wide- 
brimmed straw hats of the same color as 
the gown, in Nancy Lee shape, are sold 
to be worn en suite. Some ot the yachting 
skirts and tennis dresses are kilted, with no 
foundation skirt béneath, making them light. 
The biouse has a broad, brier-stitched band 
down the front, or a number of flat pleats 


maimed and abnormal looking birds and bira 
wings, breasts, heads, and feathers, these 
dull, stiff effigies being voted passée and un- 
seasonable. | : 

The number and variety of small wraps 
that have been invented are truly wonderful. 
All sorts of small visites. pelerines, and 
shoulder capes are made with silk and black 
lace. There are a host of French wraps 
made of costly black nets and laces that are 
overburdened with .bands, pendants, shoul- 
der pieces, and panel ornaments of real cut 
jet. Accordeon-pleated peierines for slender 
wowen are exhibited, these with cape collars 
of jet and long Abbé Galant fronts. There 
are besides Many simply shaped fichus and 
shawl capes of black or white lace, crossed 
at the front with medium long tabs or ends. 
Small visites and mantillas of all shapes are 
also made of black lace combined with repped 
silk ribbos ana beaded in gold, steel, or jet. 
In place of lace, in combination with the rib- 
bon, one of the many varieties of open-work 
silk tissues which are used for dresses and 
wraps 1s also employed. Thesé are trimmed 
with double ruches of lace set along the 
edges and around the neck.

The women’s associations of Great Britain 
have all united to defeat Mr. Beresford-Hope, 
the Conservative candidate for Kensington, Lon- 
don. Mr. Hope tried to unseat Lady Sanahurst 
from her hard-won place in, the London County 
Council, and the women are determined to retire 
him to private life. Ata recent meeting held in 
London Mrs. Gladstone, Lady Aberdeen, Mrs. 
Laura Ormiston Chant, Mrs. Bateson, President 
of the Cambridge Women's Liberal Association, 
and others made spirited addresses to voters. 

Since the death of Miss Mary L. Booth the 
statement has been widely published that she 
opposed the movement in favorof woman suf- 
frage. Ina letter written a few months before 
her death she said:. I am in favor of woman 
suffrage, and would vote if the right were ex- 
tended to me, for many reasons, based on the ad- 
vantage to be derived therefrom by both sexes. 
One my weightiest reasons for it is that I think 
it would be the surest means ot securing for 
women the simple justice of equal pay for equal 
work. Facts show that voters aione have their 
interests properly guarded. Moreover, I believe 
that the exercise of suffrage would train women 
to higher thoughts and aims, and introduce a re- 
— influence into politics, so that women 
would be made stronger and men finer thereby.“

Concerning Corsets. 

There 1s anew corset made for horsewomen 
out of soft leather which is almost without bone, 
but is both firm and flexible and has been found 
to be the best thing possible for wear with the 
habit. This is an importation from India, where 
corsets of this sort have been in use forhundreds - 
of years. The most expensivé corsets kept in 
stock in the shops and by the corsetmakers cost 
$35, which 1s indeed about as high as they ever 
run, though they can be made to order even 
more extravagantly. A popular corset with the 
swagger young woman just now isonly about 
a foot long and does not come up over the bust 
at all, being merely a sort of cestus which laces 
around the body and gives smoothness to the 
outlines of the waist. This has the effect of 
lengthening the waist and making it look slim- 
mer, and, in short, acquiring that English figure 
which is the ambition of every American girl. 
These little corsets are made of satin, and it is 
the fancy to have them of Varying colors and 
with a silk petticoat to match. Thus 4 girl who

trimmed with three pink ruffies, draw on a pair

The Dressing of the Hair. 

There is no half way in the manner of arrang- 
ing the hair. It must either be drawn up high 
on the head or coiled low in the neck—so low 
that part of the braid drops until it rests upon 
the collar, the braids being tied close to the 
head by a dainty bow or caught by a jeweled pin, 
looking altogether more appropriate for the 
scnool-room than for the coiffure of a fashionable 
woman.
